When court clerks on Monday an- 
nounce “The People of the State of 
Illinois versus Louis Piquett,” and 


versus William <A. Bither,” the city 
prosecutor and the former attorney for 
the school board will be present and 
represe—ted by attorneys.

. Cases Shunted to Brundage.

F. BE. Williams of Gary, Ind. 

Mrs, Crawley, only recently married 
to the Rev. Mr. Crawley, who is said 
to be twenty years her junior, died at 
her home in Solon. Springs Aug. 14, 
1922. Mrs. Williams was told her aunt 
had died of natural causes, she said, 
when the body was sent tq Gary, Mrs. 
Crawley's old home, for interment. 

Last Monday. however, Mrs. W41i- 
liams complained to the coroner at 
Gary that she suspected her aunt had 
net died a natura] death. 

Body Exhumed Tuesday. 

The body was exhumed last Tuesday 
on a court order obtained by Dr. Yar- 
rington. The vital organs were re 
moved under supervision of Mrs. Wil- 
liams’ husband, an undertaker, and 
turned over to Dr. McNally. Thé anal- 
ysis is to be made 4m the laboratory 
of Rush Medical college. * 

“My aunt was married to the Rev. 
Dr. Crawley for only a few weeks pre 
vious to her death,” said Mrs. Williams 
yesterday. “I was extremely shocked 
to learn of her death. She had always 
enjoyed the best of health throughout 
her life. 

“Finally we decided to put at rest 

forever all questions arising by having 
the body exhumed and an investigation 
made. ’ 
“My aunt was a comparatively 
wealthy woman. She was worth at 
least $100,000—probably considerably 
more. I do not know if she ieft a 
will. Weare principally concerned 
right now in proving the cause of her 
death.”

caused by the stills themselves or 


by an outside agency is still a 
mystery. The original report of 
the firemen was that the stills had 
exploded, 


Says It’sa Cade Bomb. 
Lafér Fire. Attorney Shirley T. 
High, ‘who investigated the affair, 
said he believed a gunpowder 
bomb had’ caused the! original 
damage. He did not believe the 


explosion of a still could have | 


shattered the walls of the building 


fas they had been shattered. 
His theory 6: a bomb was borne 


out by information that former 
occupants of the building had 
-|been slain and that threats had 
been made against the lives of 
the families who up to last night 
lived in the structure. 


Firemen Show Herolem. 


The tragic affair was marked 
by an extraordinary exhibition of 
heroism and good ju t by 
Chief Frank Braband of the Fifth 
fire department battalion, who 
was assisted by his driver, 
Charles Bratt. 

Although on the scene within 
a minute after the explosion, the 


fire fighters found the brick struc-. 
ture a caldron.of flame and 


smoke. The second floor was 
known to be the home of several 
families with many small children. 
To turn the water into the build- 
ing might be dangerous to them. 
Dons Gas Mask; Rushesin. | 

Chief Braband donned a gas 
mask and entered the building 
through a window broken by the 
firemen. He permitted only his 
chauffeur, Fireman Bratt, to ac- 
company him. Telling the others 
to withhold the water ugtil they 
returned, the chief ascended to the 
sleeping quarters, the firemen 
meanwhile being limited to fight- 
ing the fire in the basement. 

It was twenty. minutes before 
Chief Braband reappeared carry- 
ing with him a child under each 
arm. He quickly returned and 
after ten minutes brought out an- 
other child. Fear for Braband’s 
life was felt. by the anxious fire- 


men, who were prohibited by his 
orders from attempting to go -9 
his aid. *

LLOYD GEORGE IN THE 
 - ELECTIONS. 


While the final results of the British elections 
have not arrived as this is written, they show that 
Mr. Lloyd George has not achieved the impossible. 


In fact, mogt Americans, and <doubtiess’: many 


Britons, will be disappointed at the showing of the 
Georgians. They will enter parliament as the 
smallest of the minorities, and, while numbers are 
not by any means the sole test of parliamentary 
strength, Mr. Lioyd George has fallen far short 
of what. might have been expected of so formidable 
a force in the political life of the last decade. . 

Americans, however, must make alldwamce for 
the difference between our electoral system and 
that of the British. Mr. Lioyd George’s name was 
submitted only to his own constituency. He was 
not cand@édate- for a general office, like one running 
for the presidency in our country. He had not only 
all the handicaps which Col. Roosevelt suffered in 
1912, but more. Both these leaders were without 
party organization. . They had the tremendous fisk 
of creating one and winning an election to boot. 
But Cdl. Roosevelt could appeal directly to all the 
voters |to. vote for him, and in such ease the per- 
sonal element is very powerful. Mr. Lioyd George 
lacked this advantage. pet : 

The Welsh leader also suffered from the sharp 
stroke at his prestige delivered by Mustapha 
Kemal. Somehow Lord Curzon, the coalition min- 
ister for foreign affairs, has escaped criticism for 
the near east blunder, though we in America find 
it hard to believe that he was not responsible in 
greater degree than the prime minister for the 
British policy which has had such sorry fesults up 
to this time. But whatever the explanation, Lioyd 
George wag distinctly weaker for the ‘events in 
the near east. © 

We suspect also that the condition of Jreland 
lost him votes, Unionist conservatives would 
naturally prefer Bonar Law, but there must have 
been Liberals whose confidence was dampened by 
the Irish situation. - 

What. the results of the election are to be in 
the way of new combinations and the disintegration 
of old party organizations, any one*may predict 
and no One foretell. The scene at the moment is 
dramatic in the sudden dwindling of a figuré which 
has for years been the most striking and dominant 
‘on the stage of world politics. No politician in 
British history has bhd a more remarkablé career 
than that of the little Welsh lawyer. 

Neither nor Pitt, ‘nor Gladstone, in 
modern times, had crises to meet which had so wide 
a bearing on the fortunes of the British people or 
upon the affairs of the world as those with which 
Lioyd George has had to deal. | 

Beginning as a radical, he was adopted at a. 
supreme moment in the life of the empire by the 
tories, and it was their aid which sustained him 
in power and their desertion which thrust him 
down. As a parliamentary leader, as a populat 
leader, he has had no superior and few equals. 
But what distinguishes him from most popular 
orators and parliamentary tacticilans is that he 
could think in terms of executive accomplishment. 
He could waive doctrines and distinctions of theory, 
he could defy traditions and precedents, to 
things done, and done in time. That is why 
conser¥atives adopted him and the nation seized 
upon him as the agent of victory. His peculiar 
Value lay in the fact that as a radical he had the 
confidence of the working class and of the great 
middie class, upon whose energetic support the 
fighting of the war absolutely depended. Lioyd 
George could impose measures upon the people 
which would have brought instant revolt if pro- 
posed by a tory ministry.

The limitation of expenditures {is not intended as 
a check on corrupt practices. They can be dealt 
with otherwise. A candidate might keep within 
the limitation and engage in corrupt practices. He 
might exceed it and engage in none. 

A candidate might debauch a whole political sy® 
tem and not offend the law limiting: his expendi- 
tures. A candidate campaigns by making himself 
known to the voters and presenting himself in the 
best fashion he can. In a popular election @ can- 
didate is not trying to buy the office but to sell 
himself, He does it by advertising and he Uses a 
dozen methods in doing so. He uses postage, bill 


to which Be is appealing, “He uses gasoline and 
pays hall rent. He employs bands and a press 
agent. b 

None of this is contrary to political morality. 
It produces a great deal of buncombe, but it also 
is the manner in which the candidate reveals him- 
self. People have been‘taught to believe that if a 
man spends a great déal of money in approachi 
them he ig necessarily a political crook. His ex- 
penditures may rightfully cause them to ask who 
he is, why he wants office so badly as. to spend 
so much and what that desire indicates. That is 
an intelligent inquiry in Many cases... 
Candidates who can afford to have limits put 
upon expenditures or who want them put on are 
candidates who have public money to use politically 
and who have political organizations created and 
maintained by taxes, candidates who are widely 
known through their commercial or industrial 
affairs, candidates who control newspapers and 
candidates who have no money and no machine. 
The last have virtually no chance at all. 

Men who control newspapers can use them as 
Hearst uses his. Henry Ford can use his organiza~ 
tion and_ all the advertising he gets for nothing. 
If Lipton were an American challenging British 
yachts he might use the money he epent in racing 
to get himself into the United Stags senate. 
Every man in office uses public money to keep 
himself there. William Hale Thompson would be 
glad to havé a law limiting municipal campaign 
expenses to $3. Congress appropriates several 
billions of dollars and probably half: of all public | 
money is directly or indirectly spent to maintain 
in office the man who is in. Naturally he wants 
the other fellow restricted. 

The restriction of the use of money in elections 
is a question of political expediency. There are 
arguments on both sides. The establishment of a 
money oligarchy would be bad. A law which gave 
greater power to political machines would be bad. 
It is a question of expediency and it has been 
twisted into a question of morals which it is not. 
The moral question is not how much money was 
used, but how. Any expenditure, big or little, which 
produced corrupt practices is against political 
morality and should be so dealt with and can be. 
There are penitenfieries for candidates who buy 


votes. 
Newberry was charged with an offense against 
a law which never can be anything but a law of 
expediency, even if it is honestly passed. The 
public is yelling up the wrong street, and in letting 
itself be befuddled is playing into the hands of 
many schemers.

When Illinois decided to vote on the beer and light 
wine question the prohibition leaders sent out word 
that their followers were to ignore the direct issue 
and confine their attention to beating the wet candi- 
dates.

Commenting on the Illi- 
nois vote, Wayne B. Wheeler declared that it had 
no meaning because of the instructions which had 
lbeen issued to dry voters An examination of nearly 
complete retarns from Illinois hardly bears out that 
view, for the figures show that the vote on beer and 
wine ran nearly as high as the vote on state treas- 
urer, which was the principal state office to be con- 
tested in the election, and a very little figuring sliows 
that if all of the excess of those who voted for state 
treasurer had cast a negative vote on beer and wine 
the wet majority would still have been wel] over 
400,000. That is not a figure that can be lightly 
wafted aside as meaningless.

bonpoint and baldness, who presides at

For the rest, “Shuffle Along” is a 
musical comedy of the conventional 
type, equipped with a plot which has 
ita comic values, and: developed 
throughout in the manner of the 
shows with which Williams and Walk- 
er won their fame. | 

Its story is of two engaging rascals, 
partners in the grocery busines and 
rivals for election as mayor of Jim- 
town. Each steals from the cash regis- 
ter to finance his campaign; by each a 
detective—the same detective—is en- 
gaged to spy on the other. One of 
them wins and has a brief day of glory 
before the reformers oust him. 

These characters are played with 
droll effect by F. E. Miller in the guise 
of a lazy-lidded, browbeating lout, and 
Aubrey Lyles, appearing as a sort of 
shrunken version of Tom Heath.; The 
remaining notable .of the cast is Noble 
Sissle, who helped write the music 
and who participates in the proceed- 
ings as a Beau Brummell and a singer 
of ballads.

on Cancer Here’ 


Dr. D. Pahle, assistant professor of 
physics of the University of Frank- 
fort, Germany, will arrive in Chicago 
on Saturday to open a series of prac- 
tical demonstrations of the recently 
invented deep-therapy X-ray machine, 
devised specially for use in cancer 
cases. The demonstrations will be 
made at the Norwegian-American hos- 
pital 

The bringing to America of Dr. 
Pahle, who is an assistant to Dr. Dess- 
hauer, recognized in Europe as a lead- 
ing exponant of the science of X-ray 
therapeutics, is part of the campaign 
laid out by an American society of 
physicians to combat cancer. 

Of 90,000 persons who died of cancer 
last year in the United States, fully 
45,000 could have been saved if they 
had consulted physicians upon the first 
appearance of the symptoms of their 
malady, according to the statements of 
physicians, speaking at a: public meet- 
ing last night at Columbus hospital. 
Dr. Lena K. Sadler, Dr. M. M. Ritter, 
Dr. D. A. Orth, and Dr. J. R. Penning- 
ton were among the speakers.
